manegement was perfect, and its currency 
was as good as gold. For the benetit 
of the public, it organized branch banks in 
various portions of the state, and these 
branches were permitted to issue notes for cir-

anteed by the mother bank, -The manage- 
ment of these banks was rigidly supervised 
by the managers of the mother bauk, so that, 
to all intents and purposes, the people of 
Georgia bad a more perfect banking system 
before the war than they have ever had sifce 
The banks had the confidence of the peopre, 
and this confidence enabied them to weather 
successfully all sorts of financiai storms.

He pro- 
ceeded then to treatali Indians that came 
under his care or that he brought to terms, 
with justice, fair-dealing and paternal care. 
Assoon ssatribe acknowledged his power, 
he went to work to get them farms in sever- 
alty and to teach them to support themselves. 
taking good care thatno one cheated them, 
and that there was close at hand a market 
where cash would be paid for any products 
they had tosell. In every case his policy has 
worked admirably, and he has been called 
upon to handle the fiercest tribes on the 
plains, 

After bringing tribe after tribe in the 
northwest into peaceful relations with the 
whites and with the goverament, he was as- 
signed about two years ago to the department 
of Arizona, for the purpose of enabling him 
to apply his policy to the hitherto untamable 
Apaches, who, by dedging from one country 
to another, kept all Arizona and a portion of 
Mexico in a disturbed condition. His report 
for the past fiscal year has just been publish- 
ed, He made one raid among the mountain 
fastresses of Mexico, bringing out a consider- 
able number of Apaches, and in a short time 
the remainder came in voluntarily, trusting 
General Crook as they had neyer trusted any 
white man before. Says General Crook in 
his latest report: ‘‘The last of the Chereca- 
hui Apaches is now on the reservation, and, 
for the first time in the history of that fierce 
people, every member of the Apache tribe is 
at peace.’’ This means a great deal to Arizona 
and to all the other territory along the Mexi- 
can border. It is peace and prosperity o 
the people of those distant sections, 

After the Indians of this wibe had 
selected farming jands in the 
neighborhood of Fort Apache, General 
Crook put them at work for their living, 
furnishing them with all the tools and sceds 
he could secure. The lands had to be irri- 
gated, and the work was severe, but it was 
not wholly done by squaws. The men and 

boys did at least one-half of it, But none at 
all would have been done if the post had not
